INTERIM CONTRACT READY 
FOR STORAGE OF WATER 
BACK OF SUCCESS DAM 


PORTERVILLE, Jan. 12 — An interim contract between the Unit- 
ed States of America and four water agencies on the Tule river for 
storage of water back of Success dam has been drafted, and actual 
storage of water can begin February | provided there is water avail- 
able in the river, and provided the necessary organization and agree- 
ments can be completed and the contract signed prior to that time. 


Under provision of the interim 
contract, the possible contracting 
agencies are: Lower Tule River 
Irrigation district, Porterville Ir- 
rigation district, Vandalia Irriga- 
tion district and the Pioneer 
Ditch company. 

Secretary of the U.S. depart- 
ment of the interior is designated 
as the contracting officers for the 
United States, with administra- 
tion of water for agricultural 
purposes under the bureau of rec- 
lamation; administration of flood 
control aspects of the Success 
dam project rests with the U.S. 
army engineers. 

Annual cost to store water is 
set at $1.50 per acre; a maximum 
of 75,000 acre feet of storage is 
offered; the contractors are to 
appoint a watermaster who 
“shall act as official representa- 
tive of the contractors and, as the 
agent of the contractors, shall 
administer the diversion into 
storage, regulation and release of 
water in accordance with... 
and pursuant to the terms of 
this contract.”’

PORTERVILLE, Jan. 12 — It was in 1857 that Royal Porter Put- 
nam left his home in Covington, Pennsylvania, to seek his fortune in 
the West, and just four years later — in the latter part of 1861 — he 
built his store and hotel along the Emigrant trail on what is now the 
northeast corner of Main and Oak streets to start the community that

was to become Porterville. 


A brief account of Porter Put- 
nam’s life was given in the Sat- 
urday, October 26, 1889 issue of 
The Porterville Enterprise — the 
issue of the Enterprise that car- 
ried the story of the death and 
funeral of Porterville’s founder. 
His biography, as printed in The 
Enterprise, follows: 

Royal Porter Putnam was born 
in the town of Covington, Penn- 
sylvania, on August 5th, 1837, 
and on the day of his demise he 
had reached the age of 52 years, 
2 months and 16 days. He was 
the youngest son of Mr. Thomas 
and Mrs. Zelphia Putnam, who 
kept a general merchandise store 
in the town mentioned. 

Until he arrived at the age of 
20 he stayed at home with his 
parents, but that spirit of en- 
terprise which is so predominant 
tn our American boys took pos- 
session of him and in 1857 he 
took leave of his family and 
started to New Orleans, where he 
resided with his uncle, Royal 
Porter, for some few months. 

About this time the California 
excitement being in full blast, he 
decided upon joining a party 
which was organizing to leave 
for that western Eldorado, so 
one fine morning in the fall of 
1857, the party started to cross 
the great American continent 
with a pack train. 

Little is known of his trials 
and tribulations and adventures 
on this arduous journey, which 

- jnust have been many, until his 

arrival at Fort Yuma, where he 

| was stricken down with fever, 

) §=sand laid upon his sick. bed for 


many weeks in the hospital at 
that place. 

Meanwhile, the_party he had 
traveled. with oo on so 
upon his recovery he decided up- 
on going to San Francisco, and 
left Fort Yuma for that city in 
the beginning of 1859. After 
staying there for a short time, 
he started for Visalia by stage. 
Here he arrived one day early in 
the year and one of the first men 
he met was Judge Redd, v’ho re- 
counts their first acquaintance 
elsewhere in these columns. 

Having nothing but his blan- 
kets, no money. no friends, and 
dependent wholly on the hospi- 
tality of the forty-niners, he 
made his way along the stage 
road towards that place which he 
afterwards founded, and which 
now looms up to mark his mem- 
ory high above the finest monu- 
ment that could be fashioned by 
the sculptor’s art. 

Arriving at the stables of the 
stage company that plied be- 
tween San Francisco and Los An- 
geles, and which was situated on 
the spot now marked by the large 
cottonwood tree about i8 miles 
northwest of this town on the 
Visalia road, this eens 
traveler obtained employment as 
an ostler at a salary of $30 per 
month or so. 

The next we hear of him is in 
the same business at stables 
where now stands the old rock 
chimney on the Visalia road @ 
little north of town (Porter- 
ville), but he seems to have risen 
a trifle in the world then, as he

When I first met him I was in 
Sweet’s store at Visalia, and he 
came in with his blankets upon 
his back and told us that he had 
come from San Francisco. 

“Look back, gentlemen, 30 
years, and picture to yourselves 
our dead and gone friend arriv- 
ing here penniless, when this 
place was a barren swamp, and 
review the situation today, all 
due to his pluck and perserver- 
ance. 

“He had indeed raised himself 
to the highest pinnacle of fame, 
and our people here will miss 
him, as only such noble men as 
he are missed. ‘ 

“There are many, who only 
two years back, when times were 
hard, would have gone to bed 
hungry but for him. Peace to 
his ashes.” 


Notes On Funeral 
Of Porter Putnam

The funeral was by far the 
largest ever expereinced in this 
community, and very few have 
ever exceeded it in the county. 

A feature of the funeral dec- 
orations was the cottonwood tree 
that stands outside Jersey’s sa- 
loon, which the deceased plant- 
ed when he first came here and 
which Billy Johnson had enwrap- 
ped in black crepe up to a height 
of ten feet, the sombre color be- 
ing slashed with white, the 
words, ‘“‘planted by R. P. Put- 
nam im 1861” being marked out 
in base relief in evergreens 


above.

THE LOYAL OPPOSITION 


With the change in national administration next week, we be- 
become “the loyal opposition", which is part of the two-party 
system in America: The nation unites behind its president, but 

"out" party has the responsibility of questioning the actions 
of the "in" party, and the "in" party has the responsibility of 
proving its points, making good on its political promises, and 
standing on its record. 


This aspect of the two-party system has worked well through- 
out the history of the nation; it has not always worked perfectly; 
its imperfections often stem from purely political approaches in 
which the truth is shaded by overemphasis or by underemphasis 
to create a picture that is only partially painted. 


But by and large the traditional responsibilities and obliga- 
tions of the ins and outs add up to an important, perhaps de- 
termining factor in the American system of free government, un- 
der a two-party, political system. 


Working from this foundation, it becomes apparent that 
when Mr. Kennedy takes office, he does so with an obligation to 
push through the program that he promised in his campaign. This 
is true, in our opinion, even though he was elected by less than a

Three Porterville city council 
seats will be at stake in the April 
city election, with official nom- 
ination papers accepted by the 
city clerk during the period of 
January 19 - February 9. 

Anyone desiring to run for city 
council must be a qualified voter 
living in the city of Porterville; 
nomination petition must carry a 
minimum of five signatures of 
registered voters within the city; 
nomination papers will be avail- 
able in the city clerk’s office 
starting on January 19. . 

Terms of Councilmen A. K. 
Hodgson, Kenneth Billingsley 
and Lester J. Hamilton will ex- 
pire this year; terms of Council- 
men Aubrey M. Lumley and Bill 
Rodgers carry over; terms of 
councilmen are four years, with 
a’ staggered election every two 
years.

None of the three councilmen 
whose terms are expiring have 
stated their intentions concern- 
ing the seeking of reelection, or 
retiring from the council. 

Voters of Porterville will quite 
likely have an important charter 
amendment proposal on the April 
ballot — a proposal to authorize 
the city council to establish a 
retirement plan for city person- 
nel. 

At the present time council-

The first year, only $1000 can 
be deducted for income tax 
purposes, and income tax must 
be paid on the other $9,000.

This means in case of a small 
corporation, that $10,000 im- 
provement cost at least $12,250, 
as the $10,000 in the first place 
was derived from profits, of 
which $9,000 would be taxed a 
minimum of 25%.

and the performance of its terms 
shall not in any manner recog- 
nize, deny, support or prejudice 
any of the water rights or claims 
thereto or applications therefor, 
present or future, in or to any 
of the waters of the Tule river.”’ 

It is further stated, ‘Insofar as 
practicable, storage and release 
of water from the reservoir of the 
project for agricultural and flood 
control purposes during the term 
of this contract shall balance to 
the end that no water is contain- 
ed in the reservoir of tite project 
on December 31, 1961. All wa- 
ter in ‘the reservoir of the proi- 
ect on December 31, 1961, shall 
be subject to release in accord- 
ance with the flood control cri- 

‘ teria of the corps of engineers.” 

This means that with a reser- 
voir capacity of 80,000 acre feet, 
and with a maximum of 75,000 
acre feet of storage available for 
contract, plan is to draw the res- 
ervoir down to a minimum pool 
of 5,000 acre feet by the end of 
1961. 

The contract provides for in- 
itial and minimum payment of 
$5,000. by the contractors upon 
execution of the contract; cost 
for stored water above this 
amount must be paid by contrac- 
tors within 90 days after notifi- 
cation of the amount by the con- 
tracting officer, and on overdue 
aecounts provision is made for in- 
terest at the rate of one-half of 
one per cent per month.
